THE GOLD STANDARD IN THE 
STRAITS SETILEMENIS 
AND MEXICO.

The fixing of the-gold value of the Straits 
silver dollar at 25. 4d. at Singapore implies the 
establishment of the gatd' standard in the 
Straits Settlements, where, we understand, 60 
of the silver dollars are to be issued for seven 
sovereigns. Wé have not yet heard whether 
the Straits Executive is prepared to redeem the 
dollars in sovereigns at the same rate. Mean- 
while further progress is apparently being made 
in the establishment of the gold standard in 
Mexico. ‘We learn by mail that since January 
15 the salaries of all officials have been paid in. 
gold coin to the extent of &9 per cent, This 
-progress seems to have been facilitated by the 
large export of Mexican silver dollars, to the 
ardount of $22,009,007, during the last few 
months. Tho .influx of gold againat. these 
silver exports has severely taxed the coinage 
capacity of the Mexican Mint, and’ arcange- 
ments have therefore been made for the coin- 
tage of Mexican gold'money also in the Phila-.
